One Man Causes 8trike. 


Close to 1300 men are now i^ e at 
the colilery in Williamstown, Pa., ow­ 
ing to the refusal of one man to join 
the miners' organization. Thirty-nine 
men were reported last week as de­ 
clining to become members. Since that 
time all but one have been enrolled. 
The miners have refused to work un­ 
til the man joins the organization or is 
dismissed. 


The states of Wyoming and Dela­ 
ware rushed to the fore and made the 
provision lor levying an income tax 
part ot the constitution of the UnUcd 
States by ratifying the amendment 
submitted to the states by congress. 


Thirty-five 
states 
previously 
had 
taken similar action. 
As to whether 
Delaware or Wyoming will be accord 
ed the honor of being the state com 
pleting the three-fourths necessary to 
made the amendment part of the con­ 
stitution probably will depend upon a 
technical question of time. News of 
Wyoming’s 
action 
was the first to 
reach Washington. 


The action in Wyoming was taken in 
both houses of the legislature under a 
suspension of the rules. 
Thus New 
Jersey and New ^lexico, both of which 
were expected to ratify the amend 
ment, were beaten out in the race to 
be the state to decide the question that 
has been agitated in various forms for 
many years. 


This is the sixteenth change in the 
constitution and the first since the re 
construction days following the Civil 
War. 


Congress now will enact a law to 
leVy the tax, and it probably will be 
come effective in the extraordinary 
session to be called by President-elect 
Wilson in March. 
The tax itself, its 
provisions and its limitations are all 
left to congress. 


The new law probably will super 
sede the corpoartion tax and provide 
for a tax on all incomes above $5000, 
although there has been some Benti- 
ment in favor of making the limit a? 
low as $4000. 
Congressional leaders 
who have been preparing for the final 
ratification by the states estimate an 
income tax would bring in about $100, 
000,000 a year. 


Now that the tax is permitted by the 
constitution, the proposed excise tax, 
framed by the Democratic leaders in 
1912 to meet the supreme court's de 
cision, which held a former incomc 
tax law unconstitutional, will be drop* 
ped, and some of its provisions may 
be included in the new law. 


As there are forty-eight states in the 
Union, ratification of thirty-six, or 
three-fourths of the whole number, 
acting through their legislatures, is 
necessary to change the constitution. 
The 
thirty-five states acting before 
Wyoming and Delaware were: 
Ala 
bama, Arkansas, Arizona, California 
Colorado, Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, In­ 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Missis 
sippi, Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New York, North Carolina, 
North 
Dakota, 
Oklahoma, 
Oregon 
Ohio, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas, Washington, Was 
consin and West Virginia. 


Four 
states — Connecticut, 
New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and U ta h - 
rejected the amendment. 


The sixteenth amendment, as it wil. 
be known, reads as follows: 


“Article XVI.—The congress shaj 
have power to lay and collect taxes op 
incomes, from whatever source deriv 
ed, without apportionment among 1h 
states, and without regard to any cen 
sus or enumeration.” ^ 


This change in the fundamental law 
marks a new epoch in the American 
tax system. All previous efforts Jo~ n 
tax of this kind have been without o\ 
plicit authority of a constitutional p n 
vision. The change also marks a ^r ;^ii 
development of the economic and f) • 
cal system of the United States, per 
mitting incomes to be a basis for tax 
atlon similar to the systems now in 
force in Great Britain, Austria, Swii 
zerland, Spain and various other coun 
tries. 


Finds Mother Dying In Burning Home. 


Leading his company in response to 
an alarm, Fire Chief Patrick Curran 
found the blaze was in his own homo 
on West Maiden street, Washington 
Pa. 


Grabbing a chemical extinguisher 
he rushed through the smoke filled 
doonvay and, running through the hall, 
enered the room of his aged mother 
Mrs. Bridget Curran, eighty-four years 
old, where the flames were burning 
fiercely. 


The fire chief stumbled over some­ 
thing on the floor and, reaching down, 
picked up the terribly burned body of 
his mother. He carried the woman into 
a neighboring house, where she died 
soon afterward. 


The aged woman’s daughter, Miss 
Mary Curran, who attempted to save 
her mother, sustained fatal burns, 
while a son, Michael, was terribly in­ 
jured by the flames. 


The fire had its origin in an open 
coal grate. 
It is supposed that Mrs. 
Curran rose in the night and approach­ 
ed the mantel, her nightrobe becoming 
ignited at the grate.

screams 
brought her daughter from the second 
floor, and in the fight with the flames 
Miss 
Curran 
was burned over the 
greater part of her body.

Sauiabury Elected Delaware Senator. 


Willard Saulsbury, Democratic na­ 
tional committeeman from Delaware, 
was elected to the United States sen­ 
ate, when the deadlock broke and he 
received a majority of the votes of the 
legislators meeting in joint session in 
Dover.

SIX-rEAR TERM 
WINS JNSENATE 


Limitation ot Presidential Ten­ 
ure Is Approved. 


NOW GOES TO 
THE HOUSE 


Landslides Menace Panama Canal. 
Further movements of the slides in 
the banks of the Culebra cut, Panama 
canal, was reported to the isthmian 
caaal commission in Washington. 


Material to the amount of 1,000,000 
cubic yards has been or will be thrown 
into the r-»r 
* a result of this latest 
activity of the slides. 


Between 300,000 and 400,000 cubic 
yards of earth moved into the cut at 
Curachaca, 
covering 
five 
railroad 
tracks in the cut at that point, leav­ 
ing only one of the tracks open. 


Another slide occurred Just south of 
Gold Hill, and it is expected that 500,- 
000 cubic yards of earth and rock will 
have been precipitated Into the cut be­ 
fore the slide is completed. The latest 
slide at Curachaca has also weakened 
the bank at Purple Hill, and it is ex­ 
pected that there will be further slid­ 
ing at that point in the near future. 


Measure If Passed and Approved by 


States Would Bar Wilson, Taft and 
Roosevelt From Re-Election. 


To the surprise of many of its own 
members and of outsiders generally, 
the senate gave just oue vote more 
than the necessary two-thirds in favor 
of the Works constitutional amend­ 
ment limiting the tenure of office of 
president to one term of six years. 


This action of the senate assures 
that if three-fourths of the states ratify 
the proposed change within the next 
four years the presidential term of 
Woodrow Wilson will be automatically 
extended two years, and he will be in­ 
eligible for re-election, as will Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt and William H. 
Taft. 


The /final vote by which the un­ 
amended Works resolution was adopt­ 
ed proved exciting in the extreme, as 
it was very close throughout and again 
and again it looked as if the resolution 
was defeated. Senator Henry A. Du­ 
pont, of Delaware, by his belated vote 
in the affirmative at last saved the 
day for the proposed 
constitutkmal 
change, the result being 47 ayes and 
23 noes. 


In addition to the surprise caused by 
the success of the resolution, due to 
the apparent drift of senatorial senti­ 
ment during the three days' debate on 
the proposition, the way in which sev­ 
eral senators voted was surprising and 
almost inexplicable. 


Senator 
LaFollette, 
for 
instance, 
turned up in opposition to the resolu­ 
tion, although its passage would be a 
long step in the direction of prevent* 
ing Cplonel Roosevelt from ever agalm 
being president of the United States. 
On the other hand, Senator Cummins 
was recorded in the affirmative, while 
the only Democratic senator in oppo­ 
sition was Snively, of Indiana. Sena 
tors Dixon, of Montana, and Poindex­ 
ter, of Washington, both ardent sup­ 
porters of Roosevelt, of course cast 
their votes in the negative. 
Senattor 
Oliver went the same way, while Pen­ 
rose was recorded in the affirmative. 
In all seventeen regular Republicans 
supported the proposition. 


There seems to be no doubt that the 
house of representatives will adopt the 
Works resolution or one practically 
identical with it. 
It is also expected 
that three-fourths of the state legisla­ 
tures will be found to be in favor of 
the constitutional change when it in 
submitted to them for ratification. 


The language which it is proposed to 
insert in the constitution in place of 
the first paragraph of article 2 is as 
follows: 


MThe executive power shall be vest* 
ed in a president of the United* State« 
of America. The terms of the office of 
President shall be six years; and no 
person who has held the office by elec­ 
tion, or discharged its powers or du 
ties, or acted as president under the 
constitution and laws made in pursu­ 
ance thereof, shall be eligible to holl 
again the office by election." 


Hammend, Inventor of Typewriter, Diet 
JameB Bartlett Hammond, inveniQr 
of the typewriter that bears his name, 
and president of the company manu­ 
facturing it, died suddenly at the Hotel 
Alcazar in St. Augustine, Fla.

Castro Released From Ellis Island. 
Cipriano Castro, former president oi 
Venezuela, walked the streets of Now 
York, temporarily a free man, undei 
a writ of habeas orpus issued by Jud;4c 
Holt in the federal court. 


A surety company gave $500 bail for 
the general. The case was brought be 
fore Judge Holt as the result of the 
refusal of the department of commerce 
and labor to admit Castro to this coun 
try. 


His lawyers pointed out that Castn 
had already been held at Ellis Island 
lo r several weeks, “in a manner sufll 
ciently outrageous to satisfy the vin 
dictiveness of any one," and asked 
tkat he be admitted to bail imnia 
diately.

Infantile paralysis, the exact cause 
and the methods of transmission of 
which has hitherto baffled physicians, 
may be carried by the stable fly, ac­ 
cording to Prof. M. J. Rosenau, of 
Harvard university, says the Popular 
Mechanics. 
He has apparently suc­ 
ceeded in transm itting this fatal dis­ 
ease from sick to well monkeys by 
the bite of the common stable fly. 
He 
allowed a number of these flies to bite 
monkeys in various stages of the dis­ 
ease, and then later allowed them to 
bite 12 well monkeys. 
Of the latter, 
six became ill with well-marked symp­ 
toms of infantile paralysis, and three 
died. 


The stable, or biting fly, usually 
found around and in stables, is, how­ 
ever, not uncommon in houses. 
It 
bites animals as well as men, and 
sucks their blood, upon which it feed». 
Professor Rosenau concludes that af­ 
ter the virus is taken into the body 
of the fly by biting an infected animal 
or person, some time must elapse 
before the fly is capable of trans­ 
mitting the 
disease, 
but 
that the 
period is probably less than 21 days.

It is not generally known that Si* 
beria furnishes a large quantity o! 
ivory to the markets of the world, 
but the production of it belongs to an* 
other age and to a species of animals 
that does not now exist. 


The ivory is cut from the tusks of 
mammoths whose skeletons are found 
frozen in masses of ice or buried in 
mud of Arctic rivers and swamps. 


Even to wild animals these 
bogs 
are forbidden ground 
The 
nimble 
reindeer can sometimes cross them 
safely in the summer, but most other 
largo animals would be engulfed. With 
the summer thaw 
that 
penetrates 
more deeply than 
usual 
into 
tho 
ground some of 
these 
antediluvian 
monsters are always exposed. 


It is to recover these valuable fos­ 
sil tusks, also to hunt and trap the 
fur-bearing animals a^fl transport tho 
pelts of the sable, ermine and sea ot* 
ter back to civilization that forms a 
chief occupation of many of the Siber­ 
ian natives. 
According to the Rail­ 
road Man's Magazine, they make the 
most perilous freighting journeys in 
the world, beset by all sorts of hard­ 
ships.

The people are divided 
into 
two 
classes, the reindeer breeder and, tho 
dog-breeding tribes. 
The former livo 
entirely on the products of their rein- 
| deer herds. 
Some of 
the reindeer 
; tribes use their animals for riding 
and sledge driving only and not for 
food purpose. The Yakuts, one of tho 
largest and most progressive tribes, 
use their deer entirely for transporta­ 
tion purposes. 


Two large animals are always used 
to a freight sledge. These carry mer­ 
chandise, mail and furs all over th& 
northern part of the province of Ya­ 
kutsk. 
Their reindeer are of great 
size, larger than those possessed by 
the other reindeer people. 


If well pastured and not overwork­ 
ed a trained pair of harnessed rein* 
deer can make 50 to 75 miles a day, 
provided that the snow is thin and ( 
hard on the tundra. 
When tired the : 
deer must be immediately rested. 
If 
compelled to travel further they be- ,j 
come exhausted and often drop dead. 


The te ^ n dogs serve till 10 or 12 
years old. 
After the sixth or seventh 
year they begin to decline. 
The dogs 
are harnessed in pairsrto a strong seal 
thong, which serves the place of o, 
wiffletree. A full team consists of six 
or seven pairs. 


The course is directed by special 
call words. 
These are understood by 
the leading dog, which is trained es­ 
pecially for that purpose. 
The har­ 
ness consists of a breastpiece 
and 
two or three bands acrdss the back. 
The dogs pull on the traces somewhat 
obliquely, so as to leave sufficient 
room between them to avoid jostling. 
Even when a young or badly trained 
dog is matched to an old one the elder 
will actually prevent its companion 
from causing trouble, biting it severe­ 
ly every time it tries to leap across 
the strap. 


Shy or disobedient dogs are placed 
nearer to the sledge, where they can 
be reached by the whip. 
At the rear 
more exertion is required, since tho 
sledge, on every undulation of 
tho 
ground, pulls backward. 
Strong ani­ 
mals somewhat slow from age or from 
lack of mettle are usually placed at 
the rear and those that are more brisk 
in the front. 


With a light sledge and good dogs 150 
miles can be traveled in 24 hours. Two 
hundred miles have been made in two 
days. 
The dogs are fed once a day, 
usually in the evening. 
A piece of 
blubber about two inches square and 
some shreds of walrus meat, dried or 
frozen fish, form the daily ration of 
every dog. 


A good team of 12 dogs can haul 
from 400 to 600 pounds. 
One of the 
long sledge journey» made by the in­ 
land reindeer people is over 500 miles, 
in March and April, when they make 
up a trading caravan of reindeer skins

A year ago the scout beaver appeared 
on Big brook and took up its quarters 
in a hole in the bank at the upper 
alderbed. 
Working from this 
hole, 
the animal built a dam across

water more than two feet. 


The otter White Eye usually spent 
its winters on Big brook pond, but 
traveled during the summer. 
It had 
a hole in the bank near the head of 
the upper alderbed 
and 
when 
the 
beaver built the dam the water was 
raised enough to flood the otter’s re­ 
treat. It is supposed by Lem Lawson 
that this was what started the fight 
between the beaver and the otter.

In J910 he went abroad in the hope 
of staving off the awful day when the 
world would go out. 
and Mrs Van 
De Water visited Oberammergau to 
see the Play of the Passion. 
He had 
to take field glasses with him to see 
the actors perform, and he knew* that 
the day couldn't be long postponed- 
the day of the dark. 


“One eye went before the other." 
the clergyman said, “but still I could 
make out things. 
We w*ent to the 
vuia Serbellon, 
above 
Belagio, 
on 


Lake 
Como, 
opposite 
Caddenabbla 
That lake was tho last thing I really 
could see. 
1 came heme practically 
sightless! 


“But I hoped—yes, I hoped. 
And I 


prayed 
I hoped to prolong my vision 


by iridectomy and took the chance— 
It was useless. 
And my eyes went 


out on that last awful Sunday in 
1910.“ 


The "clergyman was referring to that 
day when he went to the reading desk 
to read the litany for his congregation. 
He found that his eyes had failed him 
completely—lie was sfrono blind, and 
the types could not reach his brain. 


“Please finish it,” he said to his as­ 
sistant, turning helplessly away. 


I am blind/’ lie said to people in 
the pews, some of them weeping, “I 
have lost my sight; please bear with 
me.“ 


But let him tell some of the rest of 


his story, as ho revels today in vision 
that is perfect when he puts on his 
big lenses--he cannot 
see 
without 
them. 


Joy of Restored Sight. 


“I love a picket fence, I love a mud 
puddle,” he said, wiping 
tho 
tears 
irom his one time sightless eyes. 
“I 
love everything around me; I can seo 
them all again. 
To think of going 
blind, not to know tho faces of your 
friends, first, and then noting that it 
was going blacker every day—it’s all 
too horrible! 


“So I went to Dr. John E. Weeks. 
‘Patience/ he told me, 4you must w'ait.’ 
And I could only take a chance on one 
eye at a time; the risk was too great. 
If Ave failed on one eye, w'e still had 
a chance for the other. 


‘Other eyes helped me— those of 
my good wife and of my curate, tho 
Rev. Mr. I vie. 
My wife read me my 
personal mail; my curate took charge 
of the official business of the church. 
I decided to learn to write, though 
blind. 
Half a dozen members of my 
congregation came in and read to mo 
every day for two or three hours. 
It 
is hard to realize what it means to 
have such friends when they must be 
eyes for you. 


“And 'patience!' Dr. 
Weeks 
was 
saying to me all the time. 


“The sexton led me to the pulpit 
every timo I preached, and led me 
out again. 
I walked about wrlth a 
cano in the familiar streets near my 
house and the church. 
One day a 
pathetic 
thing 
happened, 
a 
man 
bumped into me. 
Tra blind,' he said, 
‘please help me across the street.’ 
And I could only say, 'So am 1. 
I’m 
blind, too.' 


Struggle to Save Eyesight. 


“But still I had to wait. 
The cat­ 
aract had to form itself before I could 
go on the table for Dr. Weeks. 
I was 
in such a condition that I couldn't 
baptize a child or deliver the Sacra 
ment. I learned the service by heart, 
but when there was a funeral I had 
to be led to the coffin. 
I had to be 
put to bed at night. 
And ‘keep doing 
things/ was Dr Weeks' everyday talk 
to me. 
’You must work on if w'e are 
going to save your eyes/ 


Dr. Van De Water told of his etrug- 
gles to see Ins Angers in the broad 
daylight, when he held them in front 
of his eyes, of the falls he had when 
he tried to make his way about his 
own home in the darkness that was 
his: of thi' weary waiting for the 
time when 
Dr. 
Weeks 
could 
say, 
“We’re ready, now!“ 


And of his thoughts when he could 
see nothing: 


“I learned most of the psalms by 
heart,” he said. “I revelled in Robert 
Burns, and especially in his ’Epistle 


pretty rapidly now*; he was getting 
to that day of days. 
The operation 
lasted only a half hour. His eyes were 
bound up for three weeks. 


“Then Heaven dawned! 
“One morning Dr. Weeks came in. 
and the bandages W’ere taken off. 
lie 
laughed a bit and showed me some­ 
thing. 
‘W hat’s that?’ he asked. with 
just a bit of a quiver in his voice.“ 


His Eyesight Given Back, 


Dr. 
Van 
De 
Water brushed 
his 
hands across his eyes as he told the 
story. 


“it was a watch,” he said, s l o w l y 
and almost in reverence, “and I could 
see the second hand spinning around! 
He had put a lens over one of my 
eyes, and it had worked. 
Then they 
bandaged me up again In the dark 
for three more weeks. 
And it was 
'only one eye—the other 
was 
still 
blind!” 


Dr. Van De W ater paused for a mo­ 
ment. 
He took off his spectacles. 


“Can you realize, can 
any 
man, 
that without these glasses I can't see 
a single thing? 
A man and a tree 
look tho same to me. 
Without those 
big lenses your face looks like a piece 
of paper.” 


“And now see.” 
He picked up a newspaper. 
Put­ 
ting on his glasses, he read the print 
without trouble. 


« 


“Yes,” ho ran on, “they gave mo 
back my other eye, too, and now I 
can seo. 
Oh, what a beautiful world 
it is! 
God is good, and I have been 
brought to realize it.” 


Dr. Van De Water has had five pairs 
of spectacles since his sight was given 
back to him, each one a little more 
correct than the first. 
There is little 
left to do. 


On Thanksgiving day he could go 
into the pulpit and read his sermon 
with ease—“the most thankful person 
there.”—New York World. 


Will Throw Light on History. 


A valuable and interesting. discov­ 
ery of English royal documents has 
just been made. It comprises ail state 
papers, private letters 
and 
general 
correspondence of Kings George ill, 
and George IV, wiilch have been miss* 
ing from the crown papers. 
It was 
supposed that when George IV ascend­ 
ed the throne he destroyed his fath­ 
er's papers and afterward his own. 
Their loss always has boon deplored, 
for they covered an immensely inter­ 
esting period, including tho American 
war of independence, on 
tho 
inside 
history of which, from 
the 
British 
side those documents could shed in­ 
valuable light. 
All these missing pa­ 
pers have just been found in the cel­ 
lars of Apstey House, residence of 
the Duke of Wellington, whose grand­ 
father, the great duke, was one of 
George IV's trustees.

in the cellars 100 years.

WYOMiNS A:I3 DELAWARE ACT 


The Bill Is Already Un^çjer Consider- 


atlon and Probably Will Be Enacted 


at Extra Session, 


The states of Wyoming and Dela- 
t a r e rushed to the fore and made the 
provision lor levying an income tax 
part oí the consLltution of the United 
States by ralilying 
the 
amendment 
submitted to the states by congress. 


Thirty-five 
states 
previously 
had 
taUeu similar action. 
As to whether 
Delaware or Wyoming will be accord- 
ed the honor of being the state com- 
pleting the three-fourths necessary to 
made the amendment part of the con- 
stitution probably will depend upon a 
technical question of time. News of 
Wyoming's 
action 
was the first to 
reach Washington, 


The action in Wyoming was taken in 
both houses of the legislature under a 
suspension of the rules. 
Thus New 
Jersey and New ^léxico, both of which 
were expected to ratify the amend- 
ment, were beaten out in the race U* 
be the state to decide the question that 
has been agitated in various forms for 
many years. 


This is the sixteenth change in the 
constitution and the first since the re 
cou^ruction days following the Civil 
War. 


Congress now will enact a law to 
leVy the tax. and it probably will be- 
come effective in the 
extraordinary 
session to be called by President-elect 
Wilson in March. 
The tax Itself, its 
provisions and its limitations are all 
left to congress. 


Thé new law probably will super- 
sede the corpoartion tax and provide 
for a tax on all incomes above |5000. 
although there has been some senti- 
ment in favor of making the limit a? 
low as $4000. 
Congressional leaders 
who have be,en preparing for the final 
ratification by the states estimate an 
income tax would bring in about $100.* 
000,000 a year. 


Now that the tax Is permitted by the 
constitution, the j.roposed excise tax, 
framed by the Democratic leaders in 
1912 to meet the supreme court's de- 
cision, which held a former incomc 
tax law unconstitutional, will be drop- 
ped, and some of Its provisions may 
be included In the new law. 


As there are forty-eight states in the 
Union, 
ratification of thirty-six, 
or 
three-fourths of the whole 
number, 
acting through their legislatures, is 
necessary to change the constitution. 
The 
thirty-five states acting before 
Wyoming and Delaware were;

bama, Arkansas, Arizona, California 
Colorado, Georgia, Idaho, IllVnols, In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Mlssis- 
glppl, Missouri, 
Montana, 
Nebraska. 
Nevada, New York, North 
Carolina. 
North 
Dakota, 
Oklahoma, 
Oregon 
Ohio, South Carolina, South Dakota. 
Tennessee, Texas, Washington, Wis 
consln and West Virginia.

states — Connecticut,

Hampshire, Rhode Island and U t a h - 
rejected the amendment. 


The sixteenth amendment, as It wil. 
be known, reads as follows: 


"Article XVI.—The congress shaj 
have power to lay and collect taxes op 
Incomes, from whatever source deriv 
ed, without apportionment among 1h 
states, and without regard to any cen 
sus or enumeration."^ 


This change in the fundamental la\\ 
marks a new epoch in the American 
tax system. All previous efforts io" n 
tax of this kind have been without c\ 
pllcit authority of a í on^titutiujial p n 
vision. The change also marks a Im' .'^ií 
development of the economic and V. • 
cal system of the United States, rer 
mlttlng Incomes to be a basis for tax 
atlon similar to the systems now in 
force in Great Britain, A^ustria, Swii 
zerland, Spain and various other coun 
tries. 


Castro Released From Ellis Island.

York, temporarily a free man, undei 
a writ of habeas orpus issued by Jud:;c 
Holt in the federal court. 


A surety company gave $500 bail for 
the general.

and labor to admit Castro to this coun 
try. 


His lawyers pointed out that Castn 
had already been held at Ellis Island 
lor several weeks, 'In a manner sufll 
clently outrageous to satisfy the vin 
dictiveness of any one," and asked 
tkat he be admitted to ball imnio 
dlately.

SUtes Would Bar Wilson, Taft and 


Roosevelt From Re-Election. 


To the surprise of many of its own 
members and of outsiders generally, 
the senate gave Just one vote mure 
than the necessary two-thirds in favor 
of the Works constitutional 
amend- 
ment limiting the tenure of oifice of 
president to one term of six years. 


This action of the senate assures 
that If three-fourths of the states ratify 
the proposed change within the next 
four years the presidential term of 
Woodrow Wilson will be automatically 
extended two years, and he will he In- 
eligible for re-election, as will Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt and William H. 
Taft. 


The /final vote by which the un- 
amended Works resolution was adopt- 
ed proved exciting In the extreme, as 
It was very close throughout and again 
and again it looked as if the resolution 
was defeated. Senator Henry A. Du- 
pont, of Delaware, by his belated vote 
In the affirmative at last saved the 
day for the proposed 
constltuttonal 
change, the result being 47 ayes and 
23 noes. 


In addition to the surprise caused by 
the success of the resolution, due to 
the apparent drift of senatorial senti- 
ment during the three days' debate on 
the proposition, the way In which sev- 
eral senators voted was surprising and 
almost inexplicable. 


Senator 
LaFollette, 
for 
Instance, 
turned up in opposition to the resolu- 
tion, although Its passage would be a 
long step In the direction of prevent- 
ing Cplonel Roosevelt from ever agalB 
being president of the United States. 
On the other hand, Senator Cummins 
was recorded in the aflirmative, while 
the only Democratic senator In oppo- 
sition was Snively, of Indiana, Sena 
tors Dixon, of Montana, and Polndex- 
ter, of Washington, both ardent sup- 
porters of Roosevelt, of course cast 
their votes in the negative. 
Senattor 
Oliver wont the same way, while Pen- 
rose was recorded In the affirmative. 
In all seventeen regular Republicans 
supported the proposition. 


There seems to be no doubt that the 
bouse of representatives will adopt the 
Works resolution or one practically 
identical with It. 
It Is also expected 
that three-fourths of the state legisla- 
tures will be found to be In favor of 
the constitutional change when It is 
submitted to them for ratification. 


The language which It Is proposed to 
Insert In the constitution In place of 
the flrst paragraph of article 2 Is as 
follows; 


"The executive power shall be vest- 
ed in a president of the United'SUtee 
of America. The terms of the office of 
President shall be six years; and no 
person who has held the office by elec- 
tion, or discharged its powers or du 
ties, or acted as president under the 
constitution and laws made In pursu- 
ance thereof, shall be eligible to hold 
again the office by election.' »»

Infantile paralysis, the exact cause 
and the methods of transmission of 
which has hitherto baffled physicians, 
may be carried by the stable fly. ac- 
cording to Prof. M. J. Rosenau, of 
Harvard university, says the Popular 
Mechanics. He has apparently suc- 
ceeded in transmitting this fatal dis- 
ease from sick to well monkeys by 
the bite of the common stable fly. He 
allowed a number of these flies to bite 
monkeys In various stages of the dis- 
ease, and then later allowed them to 
bite 12 well monkeys. 
Of the latter, 
six became ill with well-marked symp- 
toms of Infantile paralysis, and three 
died. 


The stable, or biting fly, usually 
found around and in stables, is, how- 
ever, not uncommon in houses. 
It 
bites animals as well as men, and 
sucks their blood, upon which it feeds. 
Professor Rosenau concludes that af- 
ter the virus is taken into the b o ^ 
of the fly by biting an infected animai 
or person, some time must elapse 
before the fly is capable of trans- 
mitting the disease, but 
that 
the 
period is probably less than 21 days.

1 Valuable Ivory Still Yielded From AnW 


mals That Lived Centuries Ago— 
' 
Reindeer and Dogs Used at 


Beasts of Burden. 


It Is not generally known that Si- 
beria furnishes a largo quantity ol 
Ivory to the markets of the world, 
but tho production of it belongs to an. 
other age and to a species of animalt 
that does not now exist. 


The ivory is cut from tho tusks o! 
mammoths whose skeletons are found 
frozen in masses of ice or burled in 
mud of Arctic rivers and swamps. 


Even to wild animals these 
bogs 
are forbidden ground 
The 
nimble 
reindeer can sometimes cross 
them 
safely in the summer, but most other 
large animals would be engulfed. With 
the summer thaw 
that 
penetrates 
more deeply than 
usual 
Into 
the 
ground some of 
these 
antediluvian 
monsters are always exposed. 


It is to recover these valuable fos* 
all tusks, also to hunt and trap the 
fur-bearing animals aij^ transport tho 
pelts of the sable, ermine and sea ot- 
ter back to civilization that forms a 
chief occupation of many of tho Siber- 
ian natives. 
According to tho Rail- 
road Plan's Magazine, they make the 
most perilous freighting journeys in 
the world, beset by all sorts of hard- 
ships. 


The people are divided 
into 
two 
classes, the reindeer breeder and^ the 
dog-breeding tribes. 
The former live 
entirely on the products of their rein- 
deer herds. 
Some of 
the 
reindeer 
tribes use their animals for riding 
' and sledge driving only and not for 
food purpose. 
The Yakuts, one of tho 
largest and most progressive tribes, 
use their deer entirely for transporta- 
tion purposes. 


Two large animals are always used 
to a freight sledge. 
These carry mer- 
chandise. mall and furs all over thA 
northern part of the province of Ya- 
kutsk. 
Their reindeer are of 
great 
size, larger than those possessed by 
the other reindeer people. 


If well pastured and not overwork- 
ed a trained pair of harnessed rein- 
deer can make 50 to 75 miles a day, 
provided that the snow is thin and 
hard on the tundra. 
When tired the 
deer must be immediately rested. 
If 
compelled to travel further they be- 
come exhausted and often drop dead. 


The t e a ^ dogs serve till 10 or 12 
years old. 
After the sixth or seventh 
year they begin to decline. 
The dogs 
are harnessed in pairs^to a strong seal 
thong, which serves the place of a 
wiffletree. A full team consists of six 
or seven pairs. 


The course is directed by special 
call words. 
These are understood by 
the leading dog, which is trained es- 
pecially for that purpose. 
The har- 
ness consists of a breastpiece 
and 
two or three bands acrdss the back. 
The dogs pull on the traces somewhat 
obliquely, 
so as to leave 
suillcient 
room between them to avoid jostling. 
Even when a young or badly trained 
dog is matched to an old one the elder 
will actually prevent its 
companion 
from causing trouble, biting it severe- 
' ly every time it tries to leap across 
the strap. 


Shy or disobedient dogs are placed 
nearer to the sledge, where they can 
be reached by the whip. 
At the rear 
more exertion is required, since tho 
sledge, on every «ndulation of 
the 
ground, pulls backward. 
Strong ani- 
mals somewhat slow from age or from 
lack of mettle are usually placed at 
the rear and those that are more brisk 
In the front. 


With a light sledge and good dogs 150 
miles can be traveled in 24 hours. Two 
hundred miles have been made in two 
days. 
The dogs are fed once a day, 
usually in the evening. 
A piece of 
blubber about two inches square and 
some shreds of walrus meat, dried or 
frozen fish, form the daily ration of 
every dog. 


A good team of 12 dogs can haul 
from 400 to 600 pounds. 
One of the 
long sledge journey» made by the in- 
land reindeer people is over 500 miles, 
In March and April, when they make 
up a trading carfjvan of reindeer skins 
for boots and clothing, 
etc., whicj^ 
they take to East Cape on tho Pacific 
to barter to Americans and whalers.

The beaver was an old male of the 
type known as a "scout." 
There had 
been no beavers on Big brook for 
many years, but the stocking of 
the 
Adirondacks with a few pairs has re- 
sulted in colonies all over the Adiron- 
dacks and the appearance of outlaw 
males in various parts of the woods. 
A year ago the scout boaveir appeared 
on Big brook and took up its quarters 
in a hole in the bank at the upper 
alderbed. 
Working from this 
hole,

The otter White Eye usually spent

It is supposed by Lem Lawson

ing up among some bushes he lay 
perfectly quiet, feigning death.

"First Glimmer of Fearful Truth. 


"I heard the real truth in 1908.

had never been to an oculist in my 
life—I wore glasses merely to help 
me see more clearly.

dimmer—there wasn't enough light. I 
began complaining that our church 
wasn't light enough for me to 
see 
plainly; at home-I began to believe 
that the gas was dim." 


Dr Van I?e Water looked up through 
his big lenses and smiled

And he told of how he had 
gone to his regular optician to have 
his glasses changed.

Who can realize what they mean 
unless they, too, have had them. 
It 
means that the sun goes out, that it is 
midnight at midday!

It 
gets grayer and grayer and then at 
last you grope your way in an awful 
never ending night. 
You are blind, 
where once you could see! 


Such were the experiences of Dr. 
Van De Water. 
As the days passed 
they became darker and darker, but 
he mentioned it to Mrs. Van De Water 
alone, ever hoping for the light 
The 
affliction 
comes 
slowly, 
sometimes 
blindness does not arrive for two 
years 


Foresaw Day of the Dark, 


In ;910 he went abroad in the hope 
of staving off the awful day when tho 
world would go out 
J-ae and Mrs Van 
De Water visited Oberammergau 
to 
Bee the Play of the Passion. 
He had 
to take field glasses with him to see 
the actors perform, and he knew that 
tho day couldn't be long postponed- 
the day of the dark. 


"One eye went before the other." 
the clergyman said, "but still I could 
make out things. 
We went to the 
vuia Serbellon, 
above 
Belaglo, 
on 


Lake 
Como, 
opposite 
Caddenabbia 
That lake was tho last thing I really 
could SGG. 
1 camo heme practically 
sightless! 


"But I hoped—yes, I hoped. 
And I 
prayed 
I hoped to prolong my vision 
by iridectomy and took tho chance— 
It was useless. 
And my eyes went 
out on that last awful Sunday 
in 
1910," 


TheVIergyman was referring to that 
day when he wont to the reading desk 
to road tho litany for his congregation. 
He found that his eyes had failed him 
completely—he was s^no blind, and 
the typos could not reach his brain. 


"Pleaso finish it," he said to his as- 
sistant. turning helplessly away. 


"I am blind." he said to people in 


the pews, some of thorn weeping. "I 
have lost my sight; please bear with 
me." 


But let him tell some of the rest of 


his story, as ho revols today in vision 
that is perfect when he puts on his 
big lenses- he cannot 
see 
without 
them. 


Joy of Restored Sight. 


"I love a picket fence, 1 love a mud 
puddle," ho said, wiping 
the 
tears 
from his one time sightless eyes. 
"I 
love everything around me; I can see 
them all again. 
To think of going 
blind; not to know tho faces of your 
friends, first, and then noting that it 
was going blacker every day—it's all 
too horrible! 


"So I went to Dr. John E. Weeks. 
'Pationce,' he told me, 'you must wait.' 
And I could only take a chance on one 
eye at a time; the risk was too great. 
If we failed on one eye, we still had 
a chanco for tho other. 


"Other eyes helped mo—those of 
my good wife and of my curate, tho 
Rev. Mr. Ivie. 
My wife read me my 
personal mail; my curate took charge 
of the oniciul business of the church. 
I decided to learn to write, though 
blind. 
1-lalf a dozen members of my 
congregation came in and read to mO 
every day for two or three hours. 
It 
is hard to realize what It means to 
have such friends when they must bo 
eyes for you. 


"And 'patience!' Dr. 
Weeks 
was 
saying to me all the time. 


"The sexton led mo to tho pulpit 
every timo I pr(?ached, and led me 
out again. 
I walked about with a 
cane in the familiar streets near my 
house and the church. 
One day a 
pathetic 
thing 
happened, 
a 
man 
bumped into me. 
Tm blind,' he said, 
'please help me across the 
street' 
And I could only say. 'So am L 
I'm 
blind, too.' 


Struggle to Save Eyesight. 


"Hut still I had to wait. 
Tho cat- 
aract had to form itself before 1 could 
go on the tablo for Dr. Weeks. 
I was 
in such a condition that I couldn't 
baptize a child or deliver the Sacra 
ment 
I learned the service by heart, 
but when there was a funeral I had 
to be led to the coffin. 
I had to bo 
put to bed at night. 
And 'keep doing 
things,' was Dr Weeks' everyday talk 
to me. 
'You must work on if we are 
going to save your eyes.' 


Dr. Van De Water told of his etrug- 
gles to see his fingers in tho broad 
daylight, when he held them In front 
of his eyes, of tho falls he had when 
he tried to make his way about his 
own home ia tho darkness that was 
his: of tile weary waiting for tho 
time 
when 
Dr. 
Weeks 
could 
say, 
"We're rtiady, now!" 


And of his thoughts when he could 
see nothing: 


"I learned most of the psalms by 
heart," he said. 
"I revelled in Robert 
Burns, and especially In his 'Epistle 
to a Young Friend ' 
1 had Whittier 
read to me -his 'Hymn on Eternal 


pretty rapidly now; he was getting 
to that day of days. 
The operation 
lasted only a half hour. His eyes were 
bound up for three weeks. 


"Then Heaven dawned! 
"One morning Dr. Weeks came in. 
and tho bandages were taken off. 
He 
laughed a bit and showed me some- 
thing. 
'What's that?' ho asked, with 
Just a bit of a quivor in his voice." 


His Eyesight Given Back,

Water 
brushed 
hia 
hands across his eyes as ho told the 
story. 


"It was a watch," he said, slowly 
and almost in reverence, "and 1 could 
see the second hand spinning around! 
Hq had put a lens over one of my 
eyes, and it had worked.

bandaged mo up again in tho dark 
for three more weeks. 
And it was 
'only one eye—tho other 
was 
still 
blind!" 


Dr. Van De Water paused for a mo- 
ment 
He took off his spectacles. 


"Can you realize, can 
any 
man, 
that without these glasses I can't see 
a single thing? 
A man and a tree 
look tho same to me.

big lenses your face looks like a piece 
of paper," 
"And now see." 
Ho picked up a newspaper.

Dr. Van De Water has had five pairs 
of spectacles since his sight was given 
back to him, each one a little more 
correct than the 
first 
There la little 
loft to do. 


On Thanksgiving day he could go 
into the pulpit and read his sermon 
with ease—"tho most thankful person 
there."—Now York World. 


Will Throw Light on History. 


A valuable and intol-estlng - discov- 
ery of English i-oyal documents has 
just been made. It comprises all state 
papers, private letters 
and 
general 
correspondence of Kings George 111, 
and George IV, which have been miss*
